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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants* amendments and arguments, see amendment, filed on 1 1/15/2004, 
with respect to Claims 1-27 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
35U.S.C. 102/1 12 rejections have been withdrawn. None of the previously cited 
reference teaches the Claims 1-27. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment is to be given in a telephone 
interview with Mr. Kraig Anderson, on 3/18/2005. The application has been amended as 
follows: In claim 18, the word "and" before the end period mark should be deleted and a 
word "and" should be added immediately following the final semi-column mark as "... 
an L2TP tunnel; and ...", because in the previous claim amendment the final semi- 
column pattern "...; and ..." has been deleted without further relocation for a clear claim 
format. 
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3. Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art along or in combination fails to teach or make obvious the limitation 
that specifically comprises: 

"the CPE including a Mobile IP mobile node and a Laver 2 Tunneling Protocol 
(L2TP) access concentrator (LAC); 

the mobile node of the CPE registering the Mobile IP address of the CPE with a 
Mobile IP home agent of a home network, the mobile node registering a Mobile 
IP foreign agent with the home agent each time the CPE connects to a base 
station so that IP packets destined for the Mobile IP address of the CPE are 
encapsulated and forwarded to the foreign agent that corresponds to that base 
station the user device being connected to the LAC via a PPP (point-to-point 
protocol) session for accessing a server on a computer network; 
the LAC being connected to an L2TP network server (LNS) on the computer 
network over a wireless link through an L2TP tunnel; 

the user device communication wjth the server on the network by transmitting 
PPP frames containing IP packets destined for the server over the PPP session 
to the LAC, tunneling the PPP frames from the LAC to the LNS over the wireless 
link through the L2TP tunnel, terminating the L2TP tunnel and the PPP session 
at the LNS, and forwarding the IP packets contained in the PPP frames from the 
LNS to the server on the network" as recited in the only independent claim 18.
